Liberties Union, a campus mass 
meeting has been called for today 
to protest the ban. 

Krepresentatives of campus 
clubs will be speakers, and a 
resolution will be put to a vote 
censuring the society for refus- 
ing permission to a graduate in 
law “to practice law because of 
his political beliefs and affilia- 
tions,” 


It will urge that powers of the 
society be amended g0 political 
beliefs and affiliations will not 
prejudice a candidate's right to 
practice,

Soviet World Strategy 
Exactly Like Hitler’s 


The opinion expressed by John 
Foster Dulles to Gov, Thomas E, 
Dewey that Russia—in order to 
delay European economic recov- 
ery—was feigning a desire for 
agreements but - ~ 
actually striving 
to forestall them, 
is not original 
but it is correct, 

Though con- 
fused by propa- 
ganda emanating 
from many 
sources, Soviet 
policy is clear. 
The Soviets are THOMPSON 
engaged in a five to 10 year pro- 
gram of expansion to be achieved 
initially without war, while taking 
account of war as a calculated 
risk, This program is based upon 
a concept of world strategy iden- 
tical with Hitler's, which Hitler 
owed to his geopolitical adviser, 
Karl Haushofer who, in turn, 
owed it to the great British geo- 
grapher, Sir Halford Mackinder. 

In whatever other intellectual 
field the Russians may be defici- 
ent, they are eminent geographers 
who, for instance, appreciated the 
strategical improtance of the Arc- 
tie before the Americans, 

In their world concept, the east- 
ern hemisphere is the “world 
island,” whose commanding posi- 
tion is centred in the “heartland,” 
as it emerges from the facts of 
geography and history, This 
“heartland” includes European 
Russia, the Baltic (a sea which 
oan be closed by land power), the 
Danube, the Black Sea and the 
whole navigable middle and lower 
straits, Asia Minor, Armenia, Per- 
sia, Tibet and Mongolia. 


Hard to 
Approach 


This region cannot be approach- 
ed by sea power and with difficul- 
ty by sea-based alr power; but 
from it all Eurasia can be con- 
quered by land-based masses of 
manpower and the America’s iso- 
lated, Eastern Europe is so es- 
sential to it that Mackinder, 30 


years ago, presented the follow- 
ing aphorism: 

“Who rules East Europe com- 
mands the heartland, 

“Who rules the heartland com- 
mands the world island 

“Who rules the world island 
commands the world,” 


The Berlin-Baghdad push of the 
Germans, their perpetual struggle 
to swallow the Baltic states and 
the western and southern Slavs 
(the direct cause of both world 
wars), Hitler's blurt that if he 
had the Ukraine plus Central and 
Eastern Europe he could com- 
mand the world—this German 
world strategy is now Russia’s 

In 1919 Mackinder predicted 
that the First World War would 
be resumed unless the peace- 
makers settled the German-Slay 
issue on the only grounds that 
would produce peace—neither 
Germany nor Russia must be al- 
lowed to consolidate the heart- 
land; and between them must be 
erected a powerful federation of 
States, their independence sup- 
ported by the West. This lesson 
went unheeded 

The Western Allies who secured 
the freedom of the East-European 
states from Austrian - German 
domination did not demand of 
them, in return, that the. feder- 
ate and create a common defence; 
and parochia! jealousies enabled 
a revived Germany to destroy 
them one by one, The successful 
propaganda of the Germans dur- 
ing the Stresemann regime over 
the “iniquity” of the Polish “cor- 
ridor” prevented a final settle- 
ment of the eastern question and 
presaged Hitler's resumption of 
the war, Meanwhile the tendency 
of all democracies to make ideal- 
istic rather than realistic deci- 
sions permitted the Russians to 
move into precisely the power 
position Hitler had been forced 
to evacuate 


Preface to 
Next War 


The consolidation of that posi 
tion as the preface to the next 
war for world domination de- 
mands Berlin and Vienna, The 


struggle of the Russians for these 
has nothing to do with “legal” 
rights nor, in essence, has our 
Struggle to prevent this. We are 
on the last frontiers of safety; 
and time is not on our side. 

The Russians will not make war 
until they have rearmed in the 
air, built a more powerful sub- 
marine fleet, and created the 
atomic bomb with adequate stock- 
piles or disarmed the United 
States of this weapon by political 
tactics, But without war they al- 
ready have moved into the posi- 
tions which Hitler had to fight to 
take. Except (temporarily?) in 
Iran they have not suffered a 
single setback. They are success- 
fully bringing Asia and the Near 
East into turmoil, And unlike 
Hitler they run no serious risk 
(the nightmare of land-based 
armies) of a two-front war. 

These are, I am convinced, Rus- 
sian calculations made possible 
for the second time after a world 
war by western misconception of 
basic security necessities,

Editor, Bulletin—We were very 
glad that representatives Of so 
many business interests paid us 
a visit recently. 

Being a co-operator and hav- 
ing joined practically every co- 
operative that ever started here, 
some of us looked in vain for the 
Edmonton heads of our Co-Op. 
wholesale, or Co-Op. seed grow- 
ers, or Co-Op. dairy or grain or 
poultry or credit unions. 

Some of these men we have 
known for many years. And there 
is no form of business that tends 
toward friendship so much as co- 
operation, It has seemed to me 
that competition tended toward 
conflict, strife, bilterness and in 
the international field to war. 

It would seem that if we are 
going to get rid of the conflict 
of class against class in strikes, 
and of nation against nation in 
war, we have got to get rid of 
competition, Yet the shairman of 
the Edmonton Chamber of Com- 
merce declared his faith in com- 
petition and we presume he was 
speaking for the whole body. 

His faith in the efficacy of com- 
petition seemed weak, however, 
in regard to one of the chief pur- 
poses of the visit, vis: Unity of 
views with respect to a shorter 
and better highway to Edmonton, 
He suggested that if the different 
sections of the Peace River coun- 
try would drop the idea of com- 
petition for the advantage, re- 
garding the location of a new 
road, and co-operate in finding 
the one route which would best 


serve the whole territory, then 
Edmonton Chamber of Commerce 
would co-operate in the effort, to 
the best of its ability. 

It would seem that not only in 
the receiving of the best route for 
a new highway, but also in the 
securing of the best method of do- 
ing business between man and 
man or nation and nation, co- 
operation is the absolutely essen- 
tial, the only way. 

Competition may have tended 
toward the “survival of the fit 
test” in plant and animal life, but 
in human life, where we have the 
atomic bomb, it threatens the sur- 
vival of us all

FROM TODAY’S NEWS 


By Dewitt Mackenzie 


James B, Conant, president of 
Harvard University, in discussing 
the European crisis says he 
doubts if the Soviet Union will 
force the issue provided Britain, 
France and the United States 
are firm in holding just positions, 

Dr. Conant expresses this view 
in his new book, “Education in 
a Divided World.” He js “con- 
vinced that there is little or no 
analogy between the Nazi menace 
and the Soviet challenge.” He 
continues: 

“The former, to my view, had 
to be met by force of arms be- 
cause it was an immediate mili- 
tary threat. The latter is an 
ideologica] and political thrust 
supported by military means; the 
Russian armies hidden behind the 
iron curtain are defensive troops 
to support political gains by the 
advanced fifth column within an- 
other nation; they are not to be 
used as the spearhead of the for- 
ward movement, 

“I recognize I am being very 
dogmatic about a highly debat 
Not only will many 


experts on foreign affalrg dis- 
agree With this diagnosis, but 
history may prove me wrong 


within the next few months 
“However, | am bold enough 


to predict that, unlike Hitler, 
Russia will not take aggressive 
military action “by invading a 


nation without an invitation from 
ade facto government, ,,, 


“Recurring periods of extreme 
tension would seem inevitable 
consequences of an armed truce. 
If Great Britain, France and the 
United States are firm in their 
determination to hold positions 
recognized as just by world 
opinion, I doubt if the Soviets 
will force the issue, 

“The proper pattern for pre- 
venting the outbreak of another 
global war would seem to in- 
volve readiness to answer coer- 
cion by the use of force coupled 
with willingness to negotiate at 
any time on matters of broad 
policy.” 

I doubt if many foreign affairs 
experts in the democracies will 
do other than agree with Dr, 
Conant 

The consensus of objective ob- 
servers is that the Soviets don't 
want war—at least not now. It’s 
clear that the Gommunists in- 
tend to push their ofiensive to 
the limit—short of precipitating 
war, Therefore if war should

1 hate to be an old spoj) sport, 
but if ever I heard the trumpet 
call of a doomed cause this is 
it. Offhand, I'd say its chances of 
success were just about ag slim 
as those of that wonderfully en- 
igmatic group known as the Asso- 
ciation of Canadian Individual- 
ists which folded up silently 
and blew aWay in the night. 

1 can think of a dozen 
more such groups which strug- 
gied to make a noise that might 
be taken for the voice of the 
middle-class, None of them ever 
made much more than a muffled 
murmer before quietly expiring. 

Poor old middle class! On the 
one side, organized to the teeth 
and afire with the flame of a 
cause, stand the workers. On the 
other side, massed and militant, 
are the tycoons and their tycoon- 
esses.
